Knnn Hint one of the precincts nllowcd 
four Instead of 
three 
voting booths: 
from Lahalna thnt olllclnl bnllots were 
allowed 
to pnss out among the crowd, 
timl thnt the booths were not kept pri- 
vate, but thnt outsiders were allowed 
nccess 
thereto, so thnt they could 
see 
how the bnllots 
were being 
mnrked; 
from Olnn comes the objection thnt the 
petition for one 
of the cnndldnles 
to 
stand wns not sinned by the legnl num- 
ber of voters. Other minor Irregulnrltles 
nrc alleged 
to hnve taken 
plnce else 
where. 
Under thee 
circumstance. 
It 
be- 
comes of Interest to know where these 
protests and objections will be settled. 
Undefthe constitution of the Repub-ll- c 
of Hawaii, nil election contests were 
settled by the Supreme Court. 
The lnw 
worked well and wns satisfactory 
to all 
parties. 
Unexpectedly, 
and 
for 
some 
unknown mason,, the Congress 
of the 
United States Inserted a provision that 
each 'house 
of the 
Legislature 
should 
be the Judge of the qualifications of Its 
own 
members. 
Although a' part of our election 
lnw 
was repealed by the 
Territorial 
Act, 
other 
portions 
thereof 
remnlned 
In 
force. 
Among 
the sections remaining 
In force nre those providing for Juris- 
diction 
by 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
over 
election questions. 
The 
question 
arises, 
then, 
as 
to 
whether or not the Supreme Court still 
has Jurisdiction to consider such 
mnt-ter- s, 
notwithstanding 
the fact thnt the 
Legislature has the power to disregard 
the finding 
of the, Supreme Court. 
The Supreme Court Itself will hnve to 
pass upon 
the question of whether or 
not 
It has 
Jurisdiction, 
If a 
case 
Is 
brought before 
It. 
It may be suggested that there will 
be 
no object 
In 
having a 
Judgment 
of the Supremo 
Court upon 
n question, 
when 
the Legislature 
Is nt liberty 
to 
disregard the conclusion 
of the Court. 
This 
reasoning 
Is 
not 
altogether 
sound, however. 
For example, 
In the 
United 
States 
the 
Court of 
Claims 
passes upon 
clnims presented by indi- 
viduals against the United Stntcs Gov- 
ernment.

does not give the claimant the money,

In most cases Congress abides

tically Ignored,

The reason In fnvor of having 
ques- 
tions of this chnrncter 
decided

purposes. 
It 
Is easy of 
access; close to a cheap base of supplies, 
nnd patients can be 
taken 
there 
without being brought Into close contact with other passengers on shipboard, 
for fiom one to three weeks. 
Moreover thuy can have theie "the best and 
most intelligent care." 
Again, 
we nsk Mr. Kuhn why It would not be n good 
plnn 
to get the 
United 
States Government 
to establish u national insane and idiot asylum at 
the Presidio, 
for example, 
and collect there nil the crazy and Idiotic people 
In 
the United 
States. 
Hawaii can furnish a number who have not been elected 
to the legislature. 
Such a proposition is not to be thought of.

white residents of the country. 
No advantage over the native Hawaiian 
was 
ever tnlien 
by the whites who were In the movement, and none was ever 
In- 
tended. 
Notwithstanding 
this, tho ract that a nntlve 
Queen 
and native 
olllcers 
under the monarchy 
were 
removed, 
and Hint u native Independent govern- 
ment wns subverted, nnd a foreign government 
under 
tho control 
of 
white 
men proposed 
to be mode sovereign here, gnve foundation enough on which 
to build 
an argument 
that the revolution wns n movement of 
tho 
whites 
against the natives find their Interests. 
It gave color 
to 
111" 
arguments 
of 
the demagogues who fo' seven years have reiterated 
the charge 
with every 
possible variation which unscrupulous 
ngcnulty could conceive, 
until the more 
Ignorant native Hawulluns were 
convinced 
thnt the whole 
movement 
begin- 
ning with the overthrow of the monnrchy 
and ending with annexation 
to the 
I'nlted States was an outrage perpetrated 
upon them by the white "people of 
Hawaii, 
aided and abetted by the lt"publlcaii 
party 
In 
tho 
United 
Stutes. 
These vicious misrepresentations 
were made 
not only 
by 
men 
or their 
own 
race, but by Intelligent white men whf knew better. 
Fmler these circumstances, 
the natives to a very lnrge extent rerused to 
qualify and vote under the Hepubllc, 
ns they 
had an opportunity 
to 
do, 
remaining aloof, nursing their wrath and awaiting 
the day of vengeance. 
The election

1D00 was the first on

they saw their opportunity 
to even

When It Is recollected thut "there

not u Representative 
or Senatorial 
District 
In this country 
In which the native Hawaiian 
voters are not

mujority, nnd thut in most of the dls rlcts they outnumber the whites from 
three to five to one, the wonder Is tha any white men, nnd most of all, that 
anyone representing the Republican pa ty, obtained anything but a smatter- 
ing of votes. 
Instead of this being the caBe, we find thnt 
two white 
men, 
Republicans, 
were elected 
on Hawaii: that two white men. Republicans, 
were elected 
on 
Maul; that live white mon, Republicans, 
were elected on Oahu; 
that 
one 
white man, who, although classed as a Democrat, is as much a Republican ns 
any or those 
named, wns elected 
on Kauai; 
also, 
that 
several 
other 
white 
men have been elected by the Independent party. 
With the exception 
r Honolulu, the great majority 
or Republican votes 
were cast by Hawaiian. 
We find also that on Hawaii the Democratic 
candidates 
for 
Senators, 
even those who were not endorsed by the Independents, 
received 
about 
the 
same average number of votes that the Republicans 
did, and that the 
Inde- 
pendents were so hard pressed by the Republicans that one of the Republican 
Senators was elected. 
On Maul the Democratic candidates 
for Senators 
got 
more than half as 
many as either the Republicans or Independents. 
On Oahu the Democratic candidates tor Senntors averaged 
nearly 
one-llft- 
h 
or the vote. 
It Is a well known fact that with the exception of Honolulu almost all of 
Ihe Democratic votes were cast by native Hawallans. 
Under the circumstances above stated, 
it 
Is a matter of 
the 
greatest 
surprise to the writer that the Republicans have elected six 
out 
of 
fifteen 
Senators, nnd of still greater surprise that Parker 
has come within 
a 
few 
hundred 
votes 
of securing the election 
ns Delegate 
to Washington. 
If the situation 
had 
been 
reversed, and a community 
of Americans 
or 
Englishmen felt nnd had felt for seven years that they had been oppressed 
and wronged 
by the natives, and then should suddenly have found themselves 
In possession 
of a free ballot, nnd had outnumbered the natives four to one, 
can anyone doubt that they would have voted 
for their own kind only, and' 
have everlastingly 
snowed 
under every candidate 
of the party 
which 
they 
looked upon 
ns responsible for their wrongs? 
it seems 
to us that, Instead of acting badly, the native Hawallans 
hnve 
been extremely moderate, and that Instead of there being reason for discour- 
agement and a feeling 
of fear for the future, 
we have every reason 
to 
feel 
encouraged, and to look forward to the native Hawaiian vote as a conserva- 
tive rather than a radical one. 
The writer has had an Intimate acquaintance 
with Hawaiian 
elections 
for the past sixteen years, and the point which hns deeply Impressed 
hlin is 
thut as n rule the native Hawaiian vote 
Is not a purchasable 
one. 
Neither, 
with the Australian ballot system, Is it one which can be controlled by threats 
of employers or others In authority 
over them. 
The native Hawaiian is, ns a rule, governed by his heart and not by his 
head. 
Let him once moke up his mind for any reason that he wants a cer- 
tain candidate or a certain party, and neither 
renson, 
logic nor bribery 
will 
change him. 
It Is common 
knowledge 
that in many localities 
in 
tho 
States 
the 
pur- 
chasable vote is so large ns to render an honest election nlmost a thing of the 
past. 
No such condition of uffalrs has ever existed here, and It does not exist 
now. 
The natives have had their say; the election has been as fair as possible; 
there has been no suggestion from any party of fraud or Intimidation at the 
polls or in the count. 
If there had been, 
the race feeling would 
have 
been 
Intensified. 
As it Is, there 
Is probably less such feeling today than there hns 
been at any time for the past firteen years. 
The feeling will diminish rapidly 
as the years roll round, and the regular 
political 
parties 
increase 
in 
stiengtli, as they will. 
There 
Is every reason to hope and 
believe 
that by the time the next 
election 
come's nround, the race Issue will 
no longer 
be able to charm 
the 
voters ns In the past, and that questions of policy for the ruture 
will divide 
parties as they do,, In other parts 
or the United States, and bo the main sub- 
jects or discussion during the cnmpulgn. 
Whatever the future may bring forth, our 
Judgment 
Is 
strongly 
that 
nothing has occurred nt this election which 
Justifies any attempt 
to 
impose 
fresh restrictions 
upon the rrnnchlse.
